HANOI, Indochina 
—Scream­ 
ing Vietminh shock troops su rged 
today to within a half mile of the 
heart of the Dien Bien Phu fortress, 
then faltered and fell b ack u nder 
sheets of fire from the French gar­ 
rison, 
packing their dead 
and 
wou nded with them. 
Masses of the Commu nist-led 
reb els staged the attack from the 
encircling hills in a driving rain, 
firing rifles, pistols and machine- 
gu ns and throwing grenades and 
spears. French-manned American 
gu ns tore wide gaps in their ranks. 
A French Army spokesman said 
thou sands of the reb els were cu t 
down. 
Unofficial estimiites of the Viet­ 
minh dead and wou nded in the 
fou r days of b attle for the wire- 
ringed plain, in a strategic sector 
of the northwest Indochina, rose 
to b etween 6,000 and 8,000. 
Broken, b u llet-riddled b odies of 
reb el dead dangled like scarecrows 


on the b arb ed wire as the ou t­ 
nu mb ered French Union forces 
fou ght desperately to keep the 
plain ou t of reb el hands. 
It was the most savage b attle 
of the seven-year Indochina war. 
Early today the ou tcome—certain 
to have a major effect on the 
Geneva conference next month— 
was still in dou b t. 
The fighting which b egan Sat­ 
u rday afternoon raged fu riou sly 
throu gh last night as thou sands of 
wildly screaming Commu nist-led 
reb els, b acked b y artillery from 
Commu nist China, charged repeat­ 
edly into the b ristling, American­ 
armed defenses of the fortress 
plain. 
The *‘do-or-die’* fanatic reb el 
charges over the mou nting b odies 
of their own dead resemb led the 
Commu nist onslau ghts on United 
Nations troops in the Korean War. 
For the first time In the long Indo­ 
china war, tíie Vietminh ab and- 


'oned their gu errilla tactics for an 
all-ou t frontal assau lt.

In the first 48 hou rs of fighting, 
the Vietminh wrested two northern 
and 
northeastern 
strongpoints 
from the French Union defenders. 
Bu t the French high command 
said the center of the Vietminh- 
encircled plain was still intact 


j and the b alance of the ou ter per­ 
imeter also was still holding. 
They predicted the defenders 
wou ld hold ou t u ntil the reb els had 
worn themselves ou t.

The French estimated more than 
3,000 Vietminh had b een killed 


i since the b attle started Satu rday 
night. It appeared likely reb el cas- 


i u alties were mou nting close to half 
a division—a total of 6,000 killed

The French command gave no 
estimate of its own losses.

The French in Saigon predicted 
the Vietminh cou ld not maintain 
their intense attacks of the past 
48 hou rs longer than two more 
days. By that time, they said, the 
reb el troops and their su pplies— 
the latter painfu lly trekked b y 
coolies over the hu ndreds of ju ngle 
miles from Chinese du mps—wou ld 
b e exhau sted. 
Rainy weather, Vietminh anti­ 
aircraft and reb el b omb ardment 
of Dien Bien Phu ’s air strips re­ 
du ced the fort’s airb orne su pply 
line to a minimu m. Bu t a nu mb er 
of C47 Dakotas still were ab le to 
land with medical su pplies and to 
take off for Hanoi with the worst 
of the wou nded. 
The hardest attack on the for­ 
tress, 175 miles west of Hanoi, 
came on its northern ou post.

Protests Spu r Step 
Planned By Cou ncil 
Franchise Committee 


Cou ncil asked its franchise com­ 
mittee Monday night to investigate 
protests filed in the first day of 
cu rtailed service on some b u s ru ns 
of the Valley Motor Transit Co. 
Cou ncilmen W i l l i a m Y. Orr, 
chairman, and George W. Hales 
and Wilb u r J. Shaffer were asked 
to confer with the b u s company to 
ob tain specific details on the sched­ 
u le of cu rtailments and how they 
will affect patrons. 
Annou nced b y V a l l e y Motor 
March 4, the cu rtailment started 
Su nday b u t its effects were not 
felt u ntil yesterday. On week days, 
it estab lishes half-hou r service on 
the Chester, Newell and Grand­ 
view ru ns from 9 a. m. to 1:30 
p. m. Fifteen-minu te service for­ 
merly was in effect. 
On Su ndays and holidays, it cu ts 
service on the main line b etween 
Wellsville and Midland to an hou r­ 
ly schedu le u ntil 1 p. m.. from the 
former half-hou r schedu le. Du ring 
the cu rtailed morning schedu le, the 
company said it wou ld fill in serv­ 
ice b etween East End and the E. 
4th St. terminal. 
Opening discu ssion of the cu rtail­ 
ment, Cou ncilman Orr said it “took 
care of the workers fine, b u t not 
the shoppers.” He asked Solicitor 
Joseph Cooper “to explain what ac­ 
tion we can take. 
The solicitor said he does not 
recall the exact wording of the 
franchise ordinance, b u t added it 
does not fix the nu mb er of b u ses 
that will b e u sed or the interval b e­ 
tween ru ns. However, the legisla­

Hits Setup On 
Wa ter Meters 


Financial Hardship 
Seen For Cu stomers 
In Bu ying Devices 


The city shou ld not requ ire wa­ 
ter cu stomers to install meters at 
their own expense b ecau se it wou ld 
work a financial hardship on many 
families hit b y cu rtailment of dis­ 
trict potteries and mills, 
a fou r- 
man committee from Trades and 
Lab or Cou ncil told City Cou ncil 
Monday night. 
Told that Cou ncil has no control 
over the administration of the wa­ 
ter system b ecau se it is handled 
b y the Board of Pu b lic Utilities, 
the delegation said it will present 
its protest to the b oard at a meet­ 
ing tonight. 
The fou r-man delegation empha­ 
sized it does not oppose installa­ 
tion of meters, b u t feels the ex­ 
pense shou ld b e b orne b y the wa­ 
ter system. 
It inclu ded James Moss of W. 
9th St., Frank Miller of Hazel 
St., Gu y Digman of LaCroft, and 
John Web er of Lisb on St. 
In another protest against the 
Utilities B o a r d , Cou ncil received 
a letter from the Ju nior Cham­ 
b er of Commerce opposing a re­ 
ported plan to b ill ’Thompson Park 
for water service, inclu ding t h e 
Mu nicipal Swimming Pool. 
Cou ncil has b een asked to set u p 
a $10,000 revolving fu nd to finance 
the long-range program to meter 
ab ou t 2,700 cu stomers who have 
b een b u ying city water on 
flat 
rates for at least 35 years. The 
planning committee, which h a s 
b een stu dying the requ est for a re­ 
volving fu nd, made no report last 
night. 
However, C o u n c i l approved a 
motion for legislation at the meet­ 
ing April 5 to au thorize the Utili­ 
ties Board to set u p a deprecia­ 
tion fu nd of 3 per cent of its an­ 
nu al income, b u t not less t h a n 
$5.000, to b u ild u p an accou nt to 
take care of major equ ipment re­ 
placement or improvements. 
“W’e u nderstand you don’t op­ 
erate the water works, b u t have 
some say in transferring money 
from one fu nd to another,” Moss 
told Cou ncil. “W’e are concerned 
with the requ irement that every­ 
one install a m eter.” he a d d e d . 
“We don’t oppose the installation, 
b u t we feel this wou ld b e the only 
u tility to make a consu mer b u y his 
own m eter,” he said.

WASHING’TON iff'—President Ei­ 
senhower’s head-on opposition to 
a Democratic tax cu t plan sent 
Repu b lican and Democratic Hou se | 
leaders scramb ling today for the 
few votes that may decide the 
issu e. 
The President carried his oppo­ 
sition to the cou ntry last night in 
a radio and television address in 
which he denou nced the Demo­ 
cratic proposal to b oost individu al 
income tax exemptions as u nsou nd 
and politically inspired. 
Hou se Speaker Martin (R-Mass) 
said he is “qu ite su re the Presi­ 
dent’s address will have the effect 
of rallying many Repu b licans and 
Democrats to his stand.” 
Bu t Rep. Rayb u rn (D-Tex), the 
Democratic Hou se leader, indica­ 
ted b y his comment that his party 
plans to press the tax cu t cam­ 
paign in the Hou se. He said the

Rayb u rn was picked to state the 
Democrats’ case in a radio and 
TV b roadcast tonight on the eve 
of the Hou se b attle opening tomor­ 
row.

The resign ation of Roger M. Kyes as De- 
fen .se SecretaYy Wilson ’s right-han d man has 
caused .some sober thought in Washin gton . 
Kyes was a top ex ecutive with the best years 
of hi.s future still before him w'hen he wen t to 
Washin gton a little more than a year ago to 
help get the Eisen hower ad min istration started . 
He d id what he was supposed to d o. 
But if his d ecision to get back in to private 
en terprise proves to be the forerun n er to a 
spate of other d ecision s, it is goin g to be a 
question as to who will keep the ad m in istra­ 
tion goin g. Who are the old pros of govern ­ 
m en t these d ays when each n ew ad m in istra­ 
tion brin g.s in its own shock troops to get 
thin gs started but is un able to keep them on 
han d for the lon g pull? 
The Stimson s, Kelloggs an d Roots of the n ot- 
too-d istan t pa.st are gon e. The vin d ictiven e.ss 
of politics m akes it un likely they will be suc­ 
ceed ed by an y of the youn ger men who oc­ 
casion ally flash across the Wa.shin gton horizon , 
then quickly are burn ed up by the con sumin g 
fires of parti.san ship. 
It always has been a con ven ien t theory that 
everythin g about govern men t could be d on e 
better by people who have had n o ex perien ce 
in govern men t. But the fact is, as avery d ollar- 
a-year man has learn ed , that gettin g thin gs 
d on e in govern men t Is n ot the sam e as givin g 
ord ers to un d erlin gs in private en terprise an d 
firin g the ord er-taker for n on -performan ce of 
d uty. 
The old pro.s in govern men t used to kn ow 
the secret of gettin g alon g with represen ta­ 
tives, sen ators an d civil servan ts. They used 
to have the han g of workin g un d er d irection s 
laid d own In laws an d amplified by in terpreta­ 
tion s of laws. They kn ew the'political ropes. 
It fakes years to acquire the kn ow-how of 
public affair.s, just as it takes years to acquire 
the kn ow-how for run n in g factories. If a few 
men like Roger M. Kyes were to learn as 
much about govern men t a s they kn ow about 
factories an d were to chan ge occupation s, there 
would be an immed iate chan ge for the better 
in Wa.shin gton . But if the ex perts are available 
for gov'ern men t on ly on a limited -time basis, 
it can be taken for gran ted they will get limit­ 
ed result.s. 


The Big Winds 
With the return of big win d s in the torn ad o 
belt d own South there will be a speed y revival 
of big speculation about a possible con n ection 
between torn ad oes an d atomic ex plosion s.

setts. Tex as, Nebraska an d Min n esota felt the 
fury of the un leashed win d s in the early part 
of May. 
By the en d of May. an 
Associated

roun d up show^ed there had been 103 torn ad oes, 
214 d eaths an d $146,000,000 worth of property 
d amage. Waco, Tex as, 
had been 
virtually 
w'lped out. Followin g the d isasters in Michigan . 
Ohio an d M assachusetts, the d eath toll stood at 
420. 
By mid -Jun e, there was a lively con troversy 
goin g over the cause of the torn ad oes. Meteor­ 
ologists ten d ed 
to pooh-pooh 
the 
suggestion 
that atomic ex plosion s might be steppin g up 
the rate of traged y from what always has 
been 
thought of as 
a 
sprin gtime 
scourge 
largely con fin ed to the southern states. 
No on e had a d efin ite ex plan ation for the 
twisters in 1953. 
I’lie mi.sgivn n gs of a year ago n ever were 
settled . 
If the weeken d torn ad o in Georgia proves to 
have been a forerun n er of an other season of 
traged y an d sud d en d eath from big win d s, the 
torn ad o con troversy of a year ago will be on ly 
a warmup for the d iscussion of 19.54. 
It w’ill be hard er than ever to believe the 
fomad n es are bein g caused wholly by chan ce. 


Co nipetilio n Fo r Hea lth 
Hop© has been ad d ed to d esire In the lon g 
quest for security again st polio. An d competition 
has been ad d ed , too. 
It is evid en t from the frequen cy of statemen ts 
bein g mad e for an d again st the ex perimen t be­ 
in g con d ucted with the vaccin e d eveloped by 
Dr. Jon as E. Salk. Un iversity of Pittsburgh 
bateriologist. that other researchers have id eas 
of their own about the way to establish security. 
Their profession al rivalry m ay prov’e to be 
the best thin g that could have happen ed . It is 
rivalry of m ean s on ly; all of them are tryin g 
to accomplish the sam e thin g. 
Moreover, all of them are apparen tly n arrow­ 
in g d own their thin kin g to the same lin e of 
probability — that polio ultimately w’ill be con ­ 
trolled by a series of in jection s which will 
establish perm an en t Immun ity by stimulatin g 
gen eration of an ti-bod ies in the blood stream. 
3Yie Salk method will be field -tested this year 
with thousan d s of child ren .

The compan y had been operatin g 
for 25 years. It had 33 employes of 
whom four had previously join ed 
the un ion . All were gettin g wages

—also frin ge ben efits, hospitaliza­ 
tion an d vacation s to m atch un ion 
stan d ard s. Furtherm ore, there was 
n o d ispute w'ith the un ion .

Who Are The Old Pros? 


The resignation of Roger M. Ryes as De- j 
fense Secretary Wilson’s right-hand man has J 
caused some sober thought in Washington. 
Ryes was a top executive with the best years 
of his future still before him when he went to 
Washington a little m ore than a year ago to 
help get the Eisenhower administration started. 
He did what he was supposed to do. 
But if his decision to get back into private 
enterprise proves to be the forerunner to a 
spate of other decisions, it is going to be a 
question as to who will keep the adm inistra­ 
tion going 
Who are the old pros of govern­ 
m ent these days when each new' adm inistra­ 
tion brings in its own shock troops to get 
things started but is unable to keep them on 
hand for the long pull? 
The Stimson®. Kelloggs and Roots of the not- 
too-distant past are gone. The vindictiveness 
of politics makes it unlikely they will be suc­ 
ceeded by any of the younger men who oc­ 
casionally flash across the Washington horizon, 
then quickly are burned up by the consuming 
fires of partisanship. 
It always has been a convenient theory that 
everything about government could be done 
better by people who have had no experience 
in government. But the fact is. as every dollar- 
a-vear man has learned, that getting things 
done in government Is not the sam e as giving 
orders to underlings in private enterprise and 
firing the order-taker for non-performance of 
duty. 
The old pros in government used to know’ 
the secret of getting along with representa­ 
tives, senators and civil servants. They used 
to have the hang of working under directions 
laid down in laws and amplified by interpreta­ 
tions of laws. They knew the'political ropes. 
It takes years to acquire the know-how of 
public affairs, just as it takes years to acquire 
the know-how for running factories. If a few 
m en like Roger M. Ryes were to learn as 
much about government as they know about 
factories and were to change occupations, there 
would be an immediate change for the better 
in Washington. But if the experts are available 
for government only on a limited-time basis, 
it can be taken for granted they will get limit­ 
ed results.

With the return of big winds in the tornado 
belt down South there will be a speedy revival 
of big speculation about a possible connection 
between 
tornadoes 
and 
atomic 
explosions. 
The tornado season did not m ake top news 
last y ea r until much later than this—in late 
April and early May when a series of twisters 
devastated areas in seven southern states. 
The 
Ohio-Miohigan 
disasters 
occurred 
in 
early June, as did the disaster in Massachu­ 
setts. Texas, Nebraska and Minnesota felt the 
fur>r of the unleashed winds in the early part 
of May. 
By the end of May, an 
Associated 
Press 
roundup showed there had been 103 tornadoes, 
214 deaths and $146,OOO,(KH) worth of property 
dam age. 
Waco, 
Texas, 
had 
been 
virtually 
wiped out. Following the disasters in Michigan. 
Ohio and Massachusetts, the death toll stood at 
420. 
Bv mid-June, there was a lively controversy 
going over the cause of the tornadoes. Meteor­ 
ologists tended 
to pooh-pooh 
the 
suggestion 
that atomic explosions might be stepping up 
the ra te of tragedy from what always has 
been 
thought 
of 
as 
a 
springtime 
scourge 
largely confined to the southern states. 
No one had a definite explanation for the 
twisters in 1953. 
The misgivings of a year ago never were 
settled. 
If the weekend tornado in Georgia proves to 
have been a forerunner of another season of 
tragedy and sudden death from big winds, the 
tornado controversy of a year ago will be only 
a warm up for the discussion of 1954. 
It will be harder than ever to believe the 
tornadoes are being caused wholly bv chance.

Competition For Iiealtli 
Hope has been added to desire In fhp long 
quest for security against polio. And competition 
has been added, too. 
It is evident from the frequency of statements 
being m ade for and against the experiment be­ 
ing conducted with the vaccine developed by 
Dr. Jonas E 
Salk, University of Pittsburgh 
bateriologist, that other researchers have ideas 
of their own about the way to establish security. 
Their professional rivalry m ay prove to be 
the best thing that could have happened. It is 
r iv a lry of m eans only; all of them are trying 
to accomplish the sam e thing 
Moreover, all of them are apparently narrow­ 
ing down their thinking to the sam e line of 
probability — that polio ultimately will be con­ 
trolled by a series of injections which will 
establish perm anent immunity by stimulating 
generation of anti-bodies in the blood stream. 
The Salk method will be field-tested this year 
with thousands of children. If the tests prove 
to be satisfactory, m ore conclusive tests will be 
attem pted next year. There is good reason to 
believe that before the end of tile decade polio 
will be under control, either with the method 
developed by Dr. Salk. a method developed by a 
friendly rival, or a combination of methods.

ways of sin while their l i t t l e 
minds are still tender and impres­ 
sionable. 
Of course, there are some things 
the anim als don’t do particularly 
well, such as education. 
They

language, but among themselves 
they have reduced it to under­ 
standable proportions. 
They know nothing about patent 
medicines, psychiatrists and clin­ 
ics, but they know enough to nibble 
grass in the springtime and when 
to back away from the table at 
mealtime.

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Pardon Sought 
For Master Of 
‘Quick Kill’ 


Yank Levy Taught 
CIs Niceties Of 
Guerrilla Warfare 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (J ^Penivivl 
vania’s Pardons 
Board will be

of Yank Levy, 
master 
of

“ quick, 
quiet 
kill," 
who 
once 
taught American GIs the niceties 
of guerrilla warfare. 
Levy became best known in the 
early 19 40s as a former soldier of 
fortune—he fought in Palestine, 
Transjordan, 
Mexico, 
Nicaragua 
and Spain—and as an active in­ 
structor in guerrilla tactics for 
both the British government and 
the United States. A book he wrote 
still is considered one of the best 
published manuals on the subject. 
This is Levy’s story as it comes 
from the J ewish Committee for 
Personal Service in Los Angeles: 
and Philadelphia’s J ewish Family i 
Service: 
He is now confined to a Los An­ 
geles hospital, suffering from arth. 
rltis. A social worker’s report statr 
ed his principal aim In life is a 
“ clean record.’’ 
Back in 19 27 , Philadelphia police 
arrested five men and a woman on 
charges they were responsible for 
a series of holdups, n ie authori­ 
ties said in the apartment where 
the five were seized they found 
also a small arsenal of weapons. 
Levy 
and 
the 
others 
were 
brought to trial. He was convicted 
and was sentenced to a 25-to-50 
year sentence. He served six years 
and then was deported to his na­ 
tive C^anada, From there he moved 
on to'spain and the life of a guer­ 
rilla. 
On the strength of his record, the 
British hired him to teach his art 
to members of the Home Guard. 
'Then, the U. S. used him as its 
first instructor at a school for guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
After World War II, he contract­ 
ed arthritis. His savings from his 
book and lecture tours dwindled 
because of his mounting medical 
expenses. 
That 
was 
his 
status 
when the Los Angeles social agen­ 
cy found him—broke. And he want­ 
ed above all else a “ clean record.’’ 
'The Los Angeles committee con­ 
tacted t h e Philadelphia J ewish 
Family Service. Atty. Hanley Ru- 
bensohn. a member of the serv­ 
ice’s personal aid bureau, volun­ 
teered to help. A fund was raised 
to send Rubensohn to California 
for a personal talk with Levy. 
Rubensohn reported back to the 
other members of the board he was 
convinced Levy had paid his debt 
to society. 
That’s why Rubensohn came to 
Pennsylvania’s state capital today 
to argue Le\’>'’s case, to ask the 
Pardons Board to wipe out what 
Yank I.evy claims is the only real 
blot on his record.

Yank Levy Taught 
Cis Niceties Of 
Guerrilla Warfare 


HARRISBURG, Pa I,* — Pennsyl­

Levy became best known in the 
early 1940s as a form er soldier of 
fortune—he fought 
in 
Palestine, 
Transjordan, 
Mexico, 
Nicaragua 
and Spain—and as an active in­ 
structor in guerrilla tactics for 
both the British government and j 
the United States. A book he wrote 
still is considered one of the best 
published manuals on the subject. 
This is Levy’s story as it comes 
from the Jewish Committee for 
Personal Service in Los Angeles 
and Philadelphia’s Jewish Family 
Service: 
He is now confined to a Los An­ 
geles hospital, suffering from arth. 
ritis. A social worker’s report stat­ 
ed his principal aim in life is a 
“ clean record.” 
Back in 1927, Philadelphia police 
arrested five men and a woman on 
charges they wrere responsible for 
a series of holdups. The authori­ 
ties said in the apartm ent where 
the five were seized they found 
also a small arsenal of weapons. 
Levy 
and 
the 
others 
were 
brought to trial. He was convicted 
and wras sentenced to a 25-to-50 
year sentence. He served six years 
and then was deported to his na­ 
tive Canada. From there he moved 
on to Spain and the life of a guer­ 
rilla. 
On the strength of his record, the 
British hired him to teach his a rt' 
to m em bers of the Home Guard. J 
Then, the U. S. used him as its 
first instructor at a school for guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
After World War II. he contract-; 
ed arthritis. His savings from his 
book and lecture tours dwindled 
because of his mounting medical 
expenses. 
That 
was

status 
when the Los Angeles social agen­ 
cy found him—broke. And he want­ 
ed above all else a “clean record.” 
The Los Angeles committee con­ 
tacted t h e Philadelphia Jewish 
Fam ily Service. Atty. Hanley Ru- 
bensohn, a m em ber of the serv­ 
ice’s personal aid bureau, volun­ 
teered to help. A fund was raised 
to send Rubensohn to California 
for a personal talk with Levy. 
Rubensohn reported back to the [ 
other members of the board he was 
convinced Levy had paid his debt 
to society. 
That’s why Rubensohn came to 
Pennsylvania’s state capital today 
to argue Levy’s case, to ask the 
Pardons Board to wipe out what 
Yank Levy claims is the only real 
blot on his record.

The board says law doesn’t re­ 
quire it to say why it dropped the 
two teachers. “ It’s a m atter of 
principle, too,” said Ennis Austin, 
a board m ember.

Cou nty crews u sed a bu lldozer 
to divert the cou rse of the ru n to 
the middle of the channel. away| 
from the abu tment on the east end! 
of the short concrete bridge. They 
also s ho v e d compacted stone 
against the abu tment to prevent _ 
fu rther erosion, he said.

County crews used a bulldozer 
to divert the course of the run to 
the middle of the channel, away 
from the abutment on the east end 
of the short concrete bridge. They 
also s h o v e d compacted stone What Does It Mean?

Examination of plans for t h e 
bridge, on file at the Courthouse, 
showed the bridge is unusually 
strong because it has the extra 
support of “four immense girders”

World W ar II—consists of giving 
states federal m atching money to 
help build airports. 
The adm inistration held up all 
requests for such funds last year, 
pending the council's study. 
On the basis of M urray’s past 
statem ents, 
it is understood he 
w ants between 30 and 40 million 
dollars for the coming fiscal year— 
a larger figure, with the exception 
of one year, than has ever been 
requested before. 
M urray’s speech for the tran s­ 
portation association said the ad­ 
m inistration wants the aid-to-air­ 
ports program put on a different 
basis than the way it was run under 
the D em ocrats. 
He outlined these differences: 
1. A general “ tightening up” on 
standards used in alloting the m on­ 
ey. 
That 
is. 
the 
adm inistration 
wants to be sure airports built with 
federal aid are of national im por­ 
tance, boti! with respect to safety 
and cefense. 
2. The departm ent wants Con­ 
gress to change the law regarding 
the form ula for distributing the 
money. As it stands, 25 per cent 
of the m oney is parcelled out ac­ 
cording to peed, the rem ainder on 
the basis of area and population of 
states. The adm inistration wants 
the fund on need raised from 25 to 
50 per cent. T hat way, it feels it 
can com plete work on im portant 
projects m ore quickly. 
3. The departm ent does not want 
any federal money used in building 
airport term inals. It wants it put 
into such item s as runw ays and 
lights.
